000,000 by the Boer war—“what as- 
sets have you to show for this gigan- 
tic and almost intolerable burden of 
debt?” The only answer which, after 
the best investigations and consider- 
ations I could give, was that, apart 
from what we had accumulated for 
defensive and destructive purposes, 
our only available tangible assets were 
jthe Suez Canal Shares and the Brit- 
ish Empire, (Laughter and cheers.) | 
Are we not in very much the same’ 
position today? Mind you, the Brit- 
ish Empire is not a liquid asset. It 
is an inalienable assct (cheers.) 

“When I gave that answer our debt | 
was something like one-tenth of what 
it is today. What assets have we! 
now? We have one, I agree, invalu- 
able, not to be described in words, By 
ineans of that indebtedness we have 
saved the fortunes and liberties of 
humanity (cheers)—a vast moral as- 
set indeed, a splendid tradition and 
memory and example for ourselves 
and our posterity. Never let us for- 
get, when we are considering not 
merely this problem of the rise in 
prices, but our future economic and 
financial policy, that we have raised

In This Country the Heaviest Sen- 
tence is Penal Servitude 
For Life 

In the central prison at Constan- 
tinople, Colonel W. Nickerson, of the 
Army Medical Corps, has just found 
a girl who had served three years of 
a sentence of a hundred years’ im- 
prisonment. 

In this the heaviest sen- 
tence that can be inflicted is penal 
servitude for life, but in practically 
every case such a sentence is recon- 
sidered at the end of fifteen years, 
and usually the prisoner is released. 

Yet there other countries besides 
half-savage Turkey where frankly 
foolish and iimpossible sentences are 
not uncommon, 
point. The tribunal of Modica in Sic- 
ily, had before them a man named 
Lupo Salvatore, of Comiso, who pas- 
sing himself off as a lawyer, had com- 
mitted no fewer than 63 separate 
frauds, 

He was found guilty upon all the 
different counts and sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment on each, 
bringing his total sentence to 189 
years. Had the court decided upon 
the maximum sentence, the aggregate 
terms of his imprisonment would have 
been 630 years.

Herbert C. Hoover 


Brief Sketch of the Life Story of a 
Great American 

Herbert Hoover was born forty-six 

years ago in a little village of four 

hundred inhabitants in the torn belt 

of Iowa, “the son of a man who was 


village blacksmith and farmer in 
one.” He was born a Quaker and 
remains today a Quaker in good 


standing in the quarterly meeting of 
which he is a member. He was left 
an orphan before he was ten years 
old, At fourtcen he began to sup- 
port himself, earning money enough 
to enter Stanford University, Califor- 
nia, at seventeen. In the university 
he was not only a successful student, 
but prominent and influential in the 
undergraduate life. He was manager 
of the football team; manager of the 
glee club; treasurer of his class; bus- 
iness manager of the college paper; 
and treasurer of the student body. 
During his summer vacations he 
worked in the mines and the gov- 
erninent survey, learning the practi- 
cal side of enginecring, to the theory 
of which he was devoting himself in 
his university course, At twenty-three 
he was employed by a British syndi- 
cate in the gold mines of Australia.

In 
the years 1914 and 1916, the Belgian 
relief required his undivided attention 
He sold his interests to the other 
partners, and thereby gained a mod- 
erate competence, much drawn upon 
during the war.”
